Applicants respectfully petition, through their attorney of record, the 
Commissioner of Patents and Trademarks for reconsideration of the holding of 
abandonment under MPEP § 711 .03. 

The application was held to be abandoned for failure to respond to the Office 
Action dated August 5 2002. For the reasons set forth below, it is submitted that the 
holding of abandonment should be withdrawn. 

Specifically, on November 2, 2002, applicants attorney mailed to the United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (the "Office") certain Pape.. including inter alia: (i) an Amendment

retum-address post listing each of the above items (i) through (iv). As set forth on the Amendment
